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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CONTROL. 


To the Hon. Robert Lowry, Governor — 


Sm: We herewith submit to you, and through you to the 
Legislature, the following report of the proceedings of the 
Board of Control of the Penitentiary of this State for the 
year 1888, and to December 4, 1889. 

The Penitentiary, from the 1st of January, 1888, to De- 
cember 4th of said year, being in the hands of the lessees, 
the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad Company, we are unable 
to give as full statistics in regard to it for that year as we 
are for the year 1889, and believing such information as we 
are able io give for 1889 will be most valuable to those 
charged with the duty of disposing of this institution, we go 
more into detail as to this year. 

We, however, give enough in regard io 1888 to afford a 
fair insight into what was done, and show that the system 
then in force did not secure results as satisfactory, when the 
interests of the State and the institution are considered, as 
are now obtained. 


INSPECTION. 


Early in March, 1888, by an order of the Board,the Super- 
intendent was directed at once to make an inspection of the 
conviets at work on the construction of the southern divis- 
sion of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, and to report 
fully as to the condition of said convicts, giving name and 
number of each, the manner in which they were clothed and 
fed, and the character of quarters provided for them, the 
number sick, and the names of such, kind and character of 
hospital accommodations, number and names of such as have 
died during said year to date; give date and cause of death ; 
number and names of such as have escaped during the dear, 
and time of escape, and to make careful examination of the 
persons of convicts, and to report any instances of cruel 
treatment that may have been visited upon them. In re- 
sponse to this order the superintendent made an inspection 
as directed, and upon his recommendation a number of con- 
viets who were found in a low state of health were ordered 
to the walls. - l l 
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SEMI-ANNUAL PAYMENT BY LESSEES. 


The lessees having failed to pay into the treasury on the 
Ist January, 1888, the semi-annual payment to pay the salary 
and expenses of the superintendent, as required by item 7 of 
the contract made with said company by the board on be- 
half of the State, demand was made for the same and it was 
thereafter settled in the general adjustment made at the time 
the lease was cancelled. The said lessees under and durin 
their lease contract deposited in the treasury $20,000 of the 
first mortgage bonds of their railroad, as payment for said 
lease for the year 1887, and at the time of said final settle- 
ment, $18,333.33 of bonds additional was likewise deposited 
as payment for 1888, making the total amount of the securi- ` 
ties of said company owned by the State $38,333.33, the 
value of which we suppose at present amounts to but little. 


REPATRS. 


In accordance with the act of the Legislature approved 
March 8, 1888, demand was made upon the lessees that they 
within a reasonable time make such repairs as were neces- 
sary upon the building enclosing, and the roof over, the en- 
gine that runs the machinery in the Penitentiary, and of the 
roof of the Superintendent’s residence. 

This the lessees refused to do, and the board afterwards 
had the work done, at a cost of $337.21. 


ORDER DISCHARGING SERGEANTS. 


On May 9, 1888, after an inspection of the convicts, made 
by the Board of Control and Superintendent, which showed 
a bad state of affairs as to the condition and treatment of 
the prisoners in charge of the lessees, an order was made for 
the discharge of two sergeants who were engaged at work 
with convicts on the construction of the southern division 
of the G. & S. I. R. R., for cruelty to their men and failure 
to comply with the rules and regulations for the government 
of the Penitentiary. 

Afterwards, to-wit: on the 22d of May, an application was 
made by the lessees for the reinstatement of these parties, 
but said application was denied ; thereupon the company re- 
fused to discharge the said parties, notwithstanding it was 
shown both by the report of inspections made by the Board 
of Control and the Superintendent that the convicts in their 
charge were cruelly treated, and that they failed to comply 
with the rules and regulations. 

The board, therefore, after consultation with Attorney- 
General Miller, caused to be filed a bill for an injunction 
against the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad Company, as les- 
sees, to restrain the said lessees from further violations of the 
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rules and regulations, and, for the enforcement of the order 
discharging said parties. The injunction was, granted and 
said parties discharged. SENE 


` , CANCELLATION OF LEASE. 

The board, after frequent inspections made, which showed | 
a very unsatisfactory condition as to the management and 
treatment of convicts by those in eharge of them, and said 
railroad company having been served with notice to appear 
and show cause why the lease of the Penitentiary to them 
should not be cancelled, and said company having appeared, 
by its president, the board, after hearing the cause, made the 
following order, to-wit: “The G. & S. I. R. R. Co., by W. H. 
Hardy, its president, being now present, and waiving formal 
notice of the purpose of this board to declare a forfeiture of 
the lease heretofore made to it by the Board of Control, and 
it being made to appear to the satisfaction of the board that 
said railroad company has broken its contract for the lease 
of the Penitentiary and convicts made on 12th October, 1886, 
in the following particulars, to-wit: 

1. In failing to pay into the State Treasury on July 1, 
1888, an amount of money sufficient to pay the salary and 
traveling expenses of the superintendent of the Penitentiary. 

2. In failing to pay into the Treasury, on demand made, an 
amount of money, to-wit: $180.00 sufficient to reimburse the 
kam for the traveling expenses of this board for the year 

3. In failing in some instances to treat the convicts, or in 
failing to cause them, in some instances, to be treated hu- 
manely. . 

4. In not providing in some cases good and sufficient 
clothing for the convicts. 

9. In not removing convicts in all cases from the county 
jails within the time fixed by law and said contract, 

: 6. a sub-letting convicts without the authority of this 
oard, 

7. In failing in some instances to pay to convicts upon the 
expiration of their terms of sentence the sum of $10 as re- 
quired by law and the contract. 

8. In permitting convicts in some cases to remain out of. 
tho Penitentiary and away from the camps. 

9. In failing in some instances to make the monthly re- 
i required by the rules and regulations adopted by this 

oard. : 


10. In failing to provide the sick convicts in all cases with 
proper medicines and medical attention, and in failing to re- 
turn the sick to the walls of the Penitentiary for treatment 
48 required by said rules and regulations. And this board 
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being of the opinion that the aforesaid lease ought to be can- 
celled and annulled, according to its terms, by reason of the 
premises, and iat this board in the name of the State ought 
to resume the full control of said Penitentiary and convicts, 
and the said irailroad company while denying that it has 
treated said convicts with inhumanity, or having committed 
any of the breeches herein stated except the breeches that 
relate to the non-payment of the money as aforesaid, assent- 
ing that said lease shall now be terminated, it is therefore 
ordered that the said contract be and the same is hereby an- 
nulled, and that said railroad company shall deliver the said 
Penitentiary and convicts to this board or its duly author- 
ized agent forthwith. 

This annullment, however, shall not prejudice the rights 
of the State to recover from the said company and its 
sureties on its bond eleven-twelfths of the bonds or money 
due for the rent of 1888, and the sum of $930.00 being the 
amount of money due Hom said company for account of the 
salary of the said superintendent, and for his and the travel- 
ing expenses of this board or its members.” 


PROPERTY BOUGHT OF LESSEES. 

In order that the board might be advised as to the value 
of such property belonging to the lessees which might be 
desirable for the use of the Penitentiary, it was agreed upon 
the cancellation that said property should be valued by dis- 
interested parties, one to be chosen by said company, an- 
other by the Board of Control, and the third, in case ot disa- 
greement, by these two. Mr. Luther Manship, of Jackson, 
a hardware merchant of character, standing and experience, 
was chosen by the board; Mr. W. H. Gibbs, on the part of said 
lessees ; and they proceeded to value said property, a por- 
tion of which was afterwards purchased by the board, at the 
valuation so fixed by these parties, for the use of the Peni- 
tentiary, and was paid for in part with the debt due the 
State by the lessees on account of the semi-annual install- 
ments due by them heretofore referred to, which said debt so 
due amounted to $930.00 and the balance was paid by order on 
the treasury for $2,304.19, the whole amount paid for said 
property aggregating $3.234.19, which included four mules, 
tour wagons, general furniture of the offices, 762 bushels corn, 
300 bushels potatoes, 100 bushels peas, and tools, lumber and 


stock on hand in wagon shops, etc., an inventory of all of 
which is on file in this office. 


ORGANIZATION, 


Immediately upon the cancellation of the lease of the Gult 
and Ship Island Railroad Company, the board proceeded to 
organize the Penitentiary by the selection of subordinate of- ' 
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ficers, and the adoption of such rules and regulations as were 
deemed proper, A copy of the rules and regulations are 
printed herewith as part of this report, and they show the 
duties that were imposed by the board at such reorganization 
upon said subordinates. 


WHEN CONVICTS WERE RECEIVED. 


The convicts were turned over to the State, some in Perry, 
some in Harrison, some in Pontotoc, and others in Washing- 
ton and Issaquena counties, all being at great distance from 
the walls of the Penitentiary ; hence they were brought in at 
great expense to the State. 


NOTICE TO PARTIES DESIRING TO HIRE CONVICTS. 

While they were being collected and brought to Jackson,- 
the board gave notice that on December 19th they would 
proceed to hire said convicts to such parties as might desire 
them. At the time mentioned the price was fixed at $9 per 
month for able-bodied men, and a number of contracts were 
entered into which are still in force, and the convicts in the 
hands of said parties. The names of the parties with whom 
said contracts were made from time to time and the number 
of convicts hired by them are herewith submitted as part of 
this report, as Exhibit J. 

The price at which these prisoners are hired may appear 
low, in view of the fact that the lessees formally received 
much more, but the board had in view the security of better 
treatment for them as well as the idea of getting beneficial 
results to the State financially. The price being reasonable 
and the labor reliable, is a strong inducement to secure good 
treatment by those having them. As will be seen from the 
contract, a form of which is herewith published as Exhibit 
K., the board reserved the right to cancel contracts and re- 
turn the prisoners to the walls at any time and without no- 
tice, if in their opinion the parties having convicts hired 
failed to keep and observe the conditions of said contract 
and to observe proper regulations as to treatment. 

In our opinion this was a good scheme, and one that we 
think has worked well. 


LAND RENTAL. 


On the 2d day of January, 1889, the board entered into 
contract with Mrs. Fannie B. Hamilton for the rent of her 
two farms lying near Jackson, known as the Bellhaven and 
Porter places, for which they agreed to pay and have paid 
the sum of $1,600, there being in alla little over 500 acres 
in cultivation. These farms had formerly been worked by 
convict labor, and being conveniently situated and having 
upon them stockades already prepared and ready for occupa- 


di d | 
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tion, which made them more desirable, and besides they 
were offered at more reasonable figures than any others, after 
notice of desire to rent land had been published as aforesaid 
in the Jackson papers. . A full showing as to the results of 


these farms will appear, refereñce being had to the reportto 


us by Mr. M. L. Jenkins, general manager. 


CONTRAOT WITH THE ALLIANCE MANUFACTURING COMPANY. 

On the 9th day of April the board entered into a contract 
with the Alliance Manufacturing Company, by which the 
building formerly erected for a bagging factory, and 
the use of the engine and such othei machinery as was 
suitable, was rented to said company (together with such 
number of conviets as was desired) for the establishment of 
a manufactory to make bagging. Said company afterwards 
concluded that it was not feasible to put on foot in the Pen- 
itentiary said enterprise, and the same was abandoned and 
the contract declared off, 


CANCELLATION OF CONTRACT FOR HIRE OF CONVICTS. 


In one instance the board cancelled a contract made for 
the hire of convicts because of a want of proper treatment 
of the prisoners by the parties having them hired. 


WAGON FACTORY. 


Soon after the cancellation of the lease to the G. & S. LR. 
R., aforesaid, as many hands as was thought could be made 
efficient were putin the shops to manufacturing wagons and 


cheap furniture. The output from these shops and the ' 


amount of money derived from that source will appear fully 
in the report of the general manager heretofore referred to. 
We think with proper effort this department could be made 
profitable, but it being uncertain as to what disposition would 
be made of the Penitentiary by the present Legislature, it 
was thought advisable not to expend money in the purchase 
of such improved machinery as would be necessary to enable 
the hands to discharge work expeditiously ; hence the shops 
were carried on and such work as could be executed with- 
out the aid of those modern improvements usually found in 
establishments of this character. These shops can be run so 
as to afford useful and remunerative employment for all such 
convicts as can be made useful in them, by the adoption of 
proper methods, 

There is, however, such a large class of our prison popula- 
tion which seem to be almost incapacitated for any other 
kind of work than that of farm labor, that it is, in our opin- 
ion, a better plan to work them on plantations under proper 
restrictions and always under the supervision and frequent 
Inspection of officers of the State charged with the duty of 
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seeing that there is no cruel or inhuman treatment practiced. 
The old and enfeebled, diseased and debilitated prisoners to 
be at all times kept under the immediate management and 
control of officers appointed by the board,-and to be en- 
gaged in the cultivation of crops for food purposes, and do- 
ing such other work as in the opinion of the board they may 
be able to execute. Or it might be well for the whole of 
such as are unfit for mechanics, or cannot be made self-sus- 
taining inside the walls, to be employed on a farm to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, in producing such crops as are or- 
dinarily grown in our State. 


i REQUISITIONS TO BE MADE. 


As will be seen, reference reference being had to the min- 
utes ofthe board, before any money is expended for supplies 
or material, the head of the department for which such is 
wanted is required to make requisition to the board for the 
same, giving estimates of probable cost. 


CLAIM DOCKET. 


All claims for payment are presented and docketed on a 
book made for that purpose, and are accompanied by a cer- 
tificate signed by the party by whom the debt is contracted, 
stating that the claim is correct. This docket shows all 
moneys paid out by us and can be easily inspected. 


LAND CLEARING. 


On January 23, 1889, the board made a contract to clear a 
tract of land for Col. W. L. Hemingway, near Teoc, in Car- 
roll county, under which 1104 acres were cleared, and for 
which he paid ten dollars per acre. This contract is on file 
and subject to inspection. In fact, after hiring out nearly all 
able bodied hands, a squad was organized and put to such 
work as the board thought they were able to do. 

And after this, contracts were made under which 150 
acres of land was cleared for B. L. Jones, near Sunny Side 
in Leflore county, at five dollars per acre; 50 acres for Dr. 
J. W. Young, in Carroll county at four dollars per acre; and 
some small jobs were done by these hands, for which the 
State received pay at so much per day.

COTTON PICKING. 


This brought us to the cotton picking season, when the 
hands who had been engaged at clearing land were put to 
picking cottón for Joe Wilezinski, near Greenville, in Wash- 
mgton county, for which he paid 75.cents per hundred 
pounds, the State being at all expense except that of provid- 
ing quarters. Soon thereafter another squad was organized 
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and a like contract was made with Branton & Swain in the 
same neighborhood. 

Statements as to amount of cotton picked, and the amount 
received therefor, may be seen in this office. The hands so 
hired to pick cotton are in the main such as were not re- 
garded by tho physician of the Penitentiary as strictly able 
bodied, after a personal examination. In fact many of them 
are able to do but little work, but seem to do better on the 
farms than when confined in the walls, and are on account of 
their physical condition kept at all times under the exclu- 


sive management of the board' and officers appointed by 
them. 


PENITENTIARY. 

When the Penitentiary was returned to the State every- 
thing was in a disorganized condition. 

The pay of the employees was not in all instances súch as 
in the opinion ofthe board would secure the services of com- 
petent and trustworthy men. 

The wages of these employees have, therefore, been from 
time to time increased until they now receive pay as follows:

These are of course exclusive of the employees retained 
by those having convicts hired. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Our opinion is that all inducements possible to secure refor- 
mation should be held out to the prisoners. 

The idea of punishing the bad, and improving them by 
discipline and encouragement, as we said in our report two 
years ago, should always go together. We therefore sug- 
gest that provision be made, whereby a convict on account 
of, and as an ince ntive for, good deportment, may receive 
a discount on the time for which he is sentenced. 

_ The board has had some trouble during the year in several 
instances in cases where convicts under sentence to the Pen- 
Hentiary were retained in counties to work out sentences, 


fines and costs, imposed for misdemeanors before they would 
be delivered to the Penitentiary suthorites. 


> 
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Upon this subject we think there should be some legisla- 
tion establisbing uniformity and defining the rights of 
county contractors in this respect. l 

In addition, there should be provision made whereby jail- 
ors will receive pay for feeding and caring for prisoners 
after sentence and before they are removed to the Peniten- 
tiary. 

ESCAPES, 

The escapes that have occurred during the present system 
of management has been a fruitful source of annoyance to 
the board. The number- is far in excess of what it should 
have been, if proper vigilance had been exercised. Witb 
one single exception all have taken place at camps. Of 
course the workings of a system discloses its defects if it 
has any, as well as its merits, and we: think that expe- 
rience and observation have enabled us to see wherein 
such regulations as will greatly remedy this evil in the 
future may be adopted. 

The Superintendents report shows that there fifteen 
prisoners whose names were on the register at the time of 
the cancellation of the lease that have never been accounted 
for, either as escapes or among those who have died, been 
pardoned, or served out their time of sentence. 

We have now in a general way endeavored to briefly give 
a history of our management of this institution up to this 
time. That the present system is better than any tried for 
years, we think will be admitted by all who will take the 
trouble to make an investigation of the facts. 

It has secured better treatment for the criminals, and re- 
lieved the State of the disagreeable scandal which has been 
a part of her heritage of recent years. 

The results financially are better than has been attained 
for many years. There has been put into the treasury from 
the earnings since December 4, 1888, to date, after paying 
expenses of maintaining the institution, the sum of $22,181.67, 
and this has been accomplished with a prison population 
much less than it was in the past. Besides this, there is on 
hand property belonging to the State as appears from the in- 
ventory on file in this office, amounting to $14.316.18, all of 
which has been acquired since we have assumed control, and, 
after deducting $10,169.29, amount drawn out of the treasury 
to organize the institution, and to purchase supplies, to equip 
the shop, to buy mules, etc., shows a balance in favor of the 
State amounting to $4,146.89, which added to the above 
named amount ($22,131.67) shows a net income amounting to 
$26,278.56. 

CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 


The chaplain’s report will show what is being done for the 
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religious and moral training of such convicts as are retained 
at the walls. And the board desires to thank the worthy 
chaplain for the interest he has manifested in these people; 
and we give it as our opinion that the influence exerted by 
him and those whose services he has secured during the 
year has doné much to. make the prison management less 
difficult. 

Through his efforts and without cost to the State an organ 
has been purchased and placed in the chapel. And we' have 
endeavored, in all instances, as far as practicable, to have 
devotional exercises conducted at each camp on the Sabbath 
by some minister of the gospel. 

It has been our desire to have an inspection of each camp 
either by the Superintendent or some member of the board, 
at least once in each month, but we have been for a great 
portion ofthe time engaged with our duties as Railroad 
Commissioners to such an extent as to prevent us from fol- 
lowing up this desire as closely as we would otherwise have 
done. , 

The reports on file in this office show what has been done 
in this line, and the condition the convicts were found in at 
the time they were made, and it will afford us pleasure to 
give any information we may have as to the management, 
either at the camps or at the walls. 

The foregoing is of course buta brief history of what has 
been done in this office. The minutes, books and papers on 
file will show fully all transactions, the amounts of money 
received, from what source and the disposition of the same. 


CONCLUSION. 


And we sincerely hope that whatever may be done by those 
charged with the duty of legislating in regard to the same, 
that the Penitentiary of Mississippi will never again be leased 
out, thus exciting the cupidity of those who may have the 
power to obtain money at a sacrifice of the principles of hu- 
manity. We think no system isa good one which allows 
the labor of a convict to be controlled exclusively by any 
one interested in its results. 

There is a constant struggle between interest and human- 
ity, and in almost every instance self-interest will outweigh 
the sentiments of humanity. 

, The States which had the lease system are gradually giv- 
ingit up. It has never satisfied anybody except those who 
were making a profit out of it.

To the Honorable Board'of Control : 


I herewith submit my biennial report as Superintendent 
of the Mississippi Penitentiary for the two-years ending Ist 
December, 1889, together with tables showing the deaths, 
discharges, escapes and pardons, for the year ending Decem- 
ber Ist, 1888, or up to the time the board cancelled the lease 
of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, and assumed control. 

There were reported by my predecessor on Ist Dec., 1887, 
669 convicts; received from the counties, 164 ; making a total 
on the Ist Dec., 1888, 833 registered. Of this number the 
Board of Control received and assumed charge of 477. 

The difference between the number received and the 
number received by the Board of Control on the 4th Dee., 
1888, is accounted for as follows, viz:

The building known as the Superintendent's residence be 
ing old and in bad repair, itwas found necessary in order to 
preserve the property, that $171.50 should be expended for 
repairs, and the work was done. 

Under the rules and regulations it is required that the Su- 
perintendent shall visit the various camps once a month. 
After my assuming the duties of thé office on the 15th of 
March, 1888, I went to Gulf Port, and from thence to the va- 
rious camps along the contemplated line of the Gulf and Ship 
Island Railroad to Hattiesburg. At every point there was 
more or less complaint as to the treatment of the convicts. 
After,careful personal examination I found that the charges 
were not ill-founded. Without going into details, I can only 
say that the complaints were substantiated by the statement 
of citizens along the line, and I would here beg leave to re- 
turn my thanks to the citizens along thé line of the contem- 
plated Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, particularly in Har- 
rison and Perry counties. They did all that could be done 
as good and law-abiding citizens to see that the law was en- 
forced, at the same time were ready and willing to report 
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any unnecessary cruelty in its enforcement. 1 am sorry to 
say that the complaints did not materially lessen during the 
year 1888, so far as these camps were concerned. . 

The camp under the late Col. Falkner was reported in 
such good condition and no complaint. received therefrom, 
that the board informed me there was no necessity to visit 
the camp. 

Since the board have assumed control, 1 have continued to 
visit the various camps, but find little or no complaint as to 
the treatment of convicts. 

Iexpended during the year 1888, visiting the camps, 
$239.15, leaving an unexpended balance of $10.85; and 1889, 
I expended $135.50 visiting the camps in Issaquena, Washing- 
ton, Sharkey, Bolivar, Leflore, Tallahatchie and Coahoma 
counties, leaving an unexpended balance of $114.50. The 
law requires the Superintendent to keep the register of the 
convicts. It is the most important of all the Penitentiary 
records. At the same time it requires him to visit the various 
camps. It will bereadily seen that in order to carry the law 
into effect, the Superintendent must employ a clerk and pay 
him out of his own salary. 

The law requiring divine service to be held regularly 
within the walls, has been strictly observed. Rev. Mr. Sproles, 
pastor of the Baptist Church, at Jackson, officiates as Chap- 
lain. The regulations as to divine service and Sunday- 
schools in the various camps have been observed where it 
was possible to do so. 

The regulations do not permit persons to act as guards, un- 
less the Board of Control shall have appointed them. This 
rule has been violated-—and one convict set to guard another. 
This is radically wrong, and while I am not prepared to say 
that any serious damage has resulted therefrom, it is a mat- 
ter which should receive the attention of the board. I re- 
garded it as an evil. The lessees replied that they could 
not keep free laborers as guards, and were compelled to em- 
ploy their “trusties” as guards. This practice has been 
greatly remedied since the board has assumed control. 

The Board of Control has proved to be what its name 
purports to be, and with a wise code of well adjusted rules 
they govern the convicts. The violation of these rules re- 
sulted in the cancellation of the lease, and the assumption of 
exclusive control by the board on December 8, 1888, since 
which time we have had but little if any complaint from any 
source. 

In conclusion, I have to say "that since December 8, 1888, 
all of the convicts are at work under the Board of Control; 
about 90 in the walls, and the balance on plantations in the 
counties above mentioned. I am satisfied that the convicts, 
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as a general thing, are as well treated, fed, clothed and as . 
humanely managed asthey can be under any leasing system. 
Of course, we have some ugly, desperate characters, who 
must be disciplined, and in some cases punished as prescribed 
by the rules. Such cases are reported in the monthly report 
made to the board. ; 
' There state that the present lessees have promptly cém- 
plied with every demand I have made on them. 

In conclusion, permit me to make acknowledgements to 
your Honorable Board for courtesies.

Bon 12—All officers and guards will be required to re- 
main constantly at the prison or convict camp, where em- 
ployed, day and night, unless by special permission or direc- 
tion; and any guard desiring to resign his position must 
give thirty (80) days’ notice of such intention to the Sergéant 
in charge for transmission to the Board of Control. 

Rute 13—It shall be the duty of the Guard to strictly 
obey all orders of the Sergeant of the Guard concerning their 
respective duties; the Sergeant at all times being held 
strictly responsible for such orders as may be given by him 
to the Guard. 

Rur 14-—Under no circumstances will a guard or employee 
be allowed to converse with a convict, or talk to him or her 
concerning anything but their work, or in carrying out their 
orders and the regulations of the prison ; nor shall they per- 
mit any other person, excepting the General Manager, Board 
of Control or Superintendent, to talk with convicts, unless 
by permission of the Sergeant. Upon accepting their ap- 
pointment guards are understood to bind themselves to work 
for no shorter period than three months and forfeit whatever 
may be due them for services rendered if they should quit 
sooner than that time. 

Rore 15—Guards will, under no circumstances, bring into 
the prison any books, papers, or any written or printed doo- 
uments, for the purpose of giving, selling or. loaning to any 
convict; nor shall they be allowed to purchase or receive 
any article or thing whatever for or from the convicts, or 
allow them to have or use, in any manner or form, anything 
not provided for them by the prison regulations or by the 
special permission of the Sergeant. 

Rue 16-—Guards or employees will not be allowed to be 
engaged, while on duty, in reading any book, paper, letter 
or other document; nor will they hold any conversation 
with visitors, more than to answer such questions as do not 
conflict with these regulations. 

Rots 17—Guards. will, under no circumstance, be allowed 
to sleep while on duty; and any guard who shall suffer any ` 
convict to escape; by any negligence on his part, or by fail- 
ure to have his arms in good order, or by failing to shoot to 
prevent such escape,.will subjeet himself to discharge and 
forfeiture of whatever amount may be due him for services 
rendered at the time of such escape, and the penalties the 
law imposes; and the Sergeant of the Guard shall inspect 
the arms weekly, or oftener, if necessary. 

Rutz 18-—Guards are required to be at all times neat and 
cleanly in their person and dress; and they will also be re- 
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quired to treat visitors with the utmost politeness, and in all 
cases to demean themselves properly, They will refrain 
from using obscene or profane language'in the hearing of 
visitors or convicts ; nor will the guards be allowed to talk 
to each other in the presence of convicts about anything dut 
their duty. 

Rur 19 —Sergeants, guards or employees will not be per- 
mitted to use profane or abusive language: towards convicts 
under any cireumstances. 

Ror 20—Guards will not be allowed to carry or bring 
into the prison any verbal, written or printed message to or 
from any convict; they are also prohibited from writing to 
any family, relatives, friends, acquaintance, or any other per- 
sons, about or concerning any convict confined in the prison, 
without permission of the General Manager at the prison, or 
when in camp, of the Sergeant in charge. i 

Rurz 21—In no ease will any guard be allowed inside or ' 
about the prison walls while intoxicated. In every caso, 
where a guard enters the prison intoxicated, he will be forth- 
with discharged and forfeit all pay due him for services ren- 
dered, and no excuse will be regarded as sufficient for such 
conduct. l 

Rune 22—Guards and employees in all their intercourse 
with prisoners shall be careful to maintain a quiet demeanor, 
recollecting that the prisoner, however disposed to be violent or abu- 


- Sive, is entirely in their power. 


Rute 23—There shall be appointed a suitable person to 
have control of and authority over the guards and convicts 
at each camp, to be known as the Sergeant; and it shall be 
his duty to see that his subordinates perform faithfully the 
duties imposed upon them ; that they observe the rules and 
regulations for the government of the Penitentiary and 
camps adopted by the Board of Control; that no convict is 
cruelly or inhumanely treated; that none are without suff- 
cient clothing, sufficient and wholesome food, medicine when 
needed, and medical attention, and that beds and bedding 
and quarters are sufficient and cleanly. It shall also be the 
duty of the Sergeant to inflict all punishments on unruly and 
disobedient convicts and all guilty of insubordination or 
mutinous conduct; and the Sergeant shall keep a record of 
all instances where punishment is inflicted, stating tho cause, 
character and date of such punishment, which shall be re- 
ported monthly in the reports to be made as directed by 
these rules. 

Rutz 24-—No persons to whom convicts are hired, shall 
permit any one to act as guard (cases of emergency or tem- 
porary vacancy excepted) unless he has and exhibits a cer- 


"tifiente of his appointment by the Board of Control. 
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Rute 25—-All employees at work in the prison shall be 
subject to all the rules and regulations here laid down, and 
subject to all the penalties for the violation of the same in 
like manner with the guards, 

Roe 26—The guards will be required to promptly report 
to the General Manager or Sergeant of the Guard all viola- 
tions of these rules on the part of such employees. 

Ruiz 21 Ro convict shall be delivered to or placed in the 
custody of any guards or keepers until such guards or keep- 
ers have been appointed by the Board of Control, provided 
that when guards at places where convicts may be worked 
outside of the walls of the Penitentiary shall be discharged 
for cause, or an increased number required, such places may 
be temporarily filled by guards designated by those having ` 
convicts hired, but such temporary appointment shall be 
forthwith forwarded to the Board of Control for their ap- 
proval or rejection with proper certificates of the reliability 
and sobriety of the persons selected. 

Rutz 28—All applicants for. appointment as guard shall 
submit with their application a certificate of reliability and 
sobriety signed by at least two responsible citizens, and each , 
guard before entering upon the discharge of his duty shall 
take, subscribe and file with the Board of Control written 
affirmation on honor as follows: 


Ec 188.., appointed as a guard of convicts of the 
Mississippi Penitentiary, do solemnly promise and affirm on 
honor that 1 will faithfully and honestly discharge the duties 
of guard of such convicts, and will promptly obey the orders 
of the officers and managers over me, and will observe and 
carry out the laws and rules and regulations adopted by the 
Board of Control for the government ofthe Penitentiary of 
the State of Mississippi, guards and convicts, as long as I 
shall remain in such employment. 

Roure 29— There shall be, when the convicts are at work 
outside of the walls, at.least one guard to every ten convicts, 
butin cases of emergency or insubordination, or where the 
character of the work requires it, the number of guards shall 
be increased. l 

Rote 30—No convict at the Penitentiary in Jackson shall 
be allowed to go outside of the Penitentiary walls unless 
properly guarded, except by authority of the General Mana- 
ger in writing. And for a violation of this rule the Sergeant 
of the Guard; or guard, permitting it will be discharged. 

Rur 8l—Persons visiting the prison (other than those 
allowed by law), must haye permission from the Board of 
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Control, Superintendent, General Manager or Sergeant, and 
in every case they must be accompanied, while inside, by one. 
of the officers or guards of the prison. They will not be 
allowed to speak lo any convict, or give to, or receive from 
any convict,ianything whatever, unless by special permis- 
sion; nor will they be permitted to use any profane or ob- 
scene language in the presence of convicts; and it is hereby 
made the duty of the Sergeant to instantly expel any person 
persisting in the use of such language. l ' 

Rutz 82—Convicts must at all times be respectful to the 
officers and guards, and be brief in their conversation, and 
only refer to their work and actual wants. . 

Rutz 33— They are to preserve silence at all times, except : 
when speaking to the guards or foreman. They are not, un- 
der any pretense, to! leave their place of work, or the work. 
they are setto do, without the permission of the officer in 
charge, but must labor faithfully and diligently during work 
hours, or until their tasks are completed. 

Ror 34 They will not be allowed to carry on their per- 


son any knife or weapon of any kind whatever, or to retain ' 


any money, but shall leave it with the General Manager, or 
when in camp, with the Sergeant; nor will they be allowed 


to carry any tools out of the shops to their cells, except by 
consent of the Foreman.

Bos 35—They must not willfully or carelessly injure | 


their work, tools, wearing apparel, bedding, or anything be- 
longing to or about the prison, nor mark or deface the walls 
of the cells. 

Rur 86—They must notat any time, or under any pre 
‘tense, speak to any person or receive anything whatever, 
without first obtaining permission from the guard. 

Rute 37—If they become sick or unable to work, they 
must report themselves to the guard in whose charge they 
may be. 

Rore 38—There must be no quarreling nor using of pro- 
fane language or opprobrious epithets on the part of any of 
the convicts. 

Rore ap No convict isto enter any shop save the one he 
works in, or to go to any other part of the prison or camp 
without the permission or order of the Master Mechanic. 

Rutz 40—The beards of all convicts shall be kept shaved 
and hair clipped closely, and they shall be required to wash 
their bodies at least once in each week. 


Rutz 41—The coat and breeches worn by convicts shall 


be made of white and dark striped cloth, the stripes to beof ~ 


a distinct color, not less than two nor more than three inches 
wide; the clothing to be so made as that stripes will be 
around the body and legs; and the number of each convict 
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shall be distinctly stamped in large figures in front on breast 
and in back on shoulder of shirt, and on the back of coat and 
rear of pants; provided, however, that the. General Manager 
at the Penitentiary, and parties to whom convicts are hired, 
atthe camps, may for meritorious and faithful service and 
good behavior, dress such meritorious convicts in horizontal 
stripes of a narrower pattern, so as to distinguish them. 

Rutz 42—All articles manufactured by convicts for their 
own benefit must be placed in the office of the General Mana- 
ger, or such other place as may be designated by the Board 
of Control as the place for their exhibition and sale. 2 

Roure 43—No smoking will be allowed in the.shops at any 
time, nor in the yard of the prison during working hours. 

Pose 44— Male and female convicts will not be allowed to 
work together, or speak to each other; as far as possible, 
they will be worked in different parts of the yard or camp. 
Conviets will not be allowed to converse with each other, 
unless it be rendered necessary in carrying on their work; . 
and, as far as possible, their labor will be directed by the 
guard or foreman in charge of them, and thereby prevent 
the necessity of their speaking to each other. 

Ruiz 45— There must be no idle convicts loafing about the 
prison yard during working hours. Every one must be en- 
gaged in some kind of work, and those who cannot work will 
be required to remain in their cells or some room prepared 
for them, or other place designated by the General Manager. 

Rutz 46— When it becomes necessary for any convict en- 
gaged in any shop to pass into the yard, unless sent on busi- 
ness by the Master Mechanic, he must take with him the 
paddle bearing the mark of his shop upon it. and must return 
1o his work without unnecessary delay. 

Rute 47—At roll-call every male convict, except the sick, 
and those who, for reason, may have been excused, must 
Appear in his proper place in line, and answer to his number 
when it is called by facing the rear. : 

buts 48—All letters or other documents written by con- 
victs or concerning them, must be sent, unsealed, to the office 
of the General Manager, or Sergeant when in camp, for ex- 
amination, before being sent off; and all letters, papers or 
other documents directed to any convict, or concerning them, 
mustbe sent, unsealéd, to the office of the General Manager, 
or Sergeant, for examination, before being delivered to such 
convict. 


Rutz 49_Convicts shall in no ease be required to begin 
work earlier than sunrise, nor shall they be required to work 
later than sundown, and during the following months of the 
year, viz: November, December, January, February and- 
March, they shall be allowed one hour at noon for dinner 
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and rest, and during the following months, viz: April, May, - 
June, July, August, September and October, they shall be 
allowed two hours at noon for dinner and rest. 

Roure 50—No punishment shall be inflicted on any convict, 
except when directed by the General Manager of those hav- 
ing convicts hired when in camp. All violations of orders 
by convicts will be immediately reported to the General 
Manager or Sergeant in camp, and punishment will be directed 
by them. l 

Bos 51—No cruel, inhuman or unusual punishment or 
treatment shall be inflicted upon any convict; and any off- 
cer, guard, or employee who shall inflict any inhuman or 
cruel treatment upon any prisoner is liable by law to arrest 
and trial therefor by the nearest justice of the peace; and ' 
if such treatment amounts to a misdemeanor such person, upon 
conviction, is liable to a fine of not less than $20.00 nor more 
than $100.00; and if such treatment, abuse or punishment 
amounts to a felony, then said justice of the peace is required 
by law to bind the party over to the circuit court; and for 
such felony, upon conviction, he is punishable by imprison- 
ment in the Penitentiary for not less than one nor more than 
five years. 

Bos 52—The convicts at work outside the walls of the 
Penitentiary, shall have provided for them secure and com 
fortable quarters or stockades for their confinement at night, 
and at other times when not at work, and the same shall be 
so arranged as to afford ample room for convicts, and shall 
be provided with fires in the winter and well ventilated in 
summer. e 

Rutz 58—Inspections made by the Superintendent shall 
be reported in writing to the Board of Control, and also any 
inspections made by any member of the board shall be re- 
ported in writing. 

Rutz 54—In the event any one in control of any convict 
camp persists in disregarding or refusing to comply with 
the rules and regulations adopted by the Board of Control, 
it is hereby made the duty of the Superintendent, or any ' 
member of the Board of Control making. inspections to 
report the facts forthwith to the Board of Control that 
they may order all convicts at such camp back to the Peni- 
tentiary walls at Jackson, if in their judgment the same is 
necessary. 

Rute ab It shall be the duty of those having convicts 
hired, to provide for their religious instruction by encour- 
aging and affording facilities for Sunday Schools and preach- 
ing by some reputable minister of the gospel each Sabbath 
when practicable, at each convict camp. 


‘Rute 56— No convict shall be hired and sent to convict 
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camps until he has been examined and declared to be capac- 
itated for some kind of labor at such camp; such examina- ` 
tion to be made, when practicable, by the Physician to the 
Penitentiary, and in other cases as may be directed by' the 
Board of Control. 

Rute 57—There shall be provided at each convict camp, 
comfortable quarters to be used as a hospital, and all con- 
victs sick or unfit for duty shall be placed therein in charge 
of a sufficient number of nurses under the direction of the 
Camp Physician. 

Rote 58—A competent physician shall be employed at 
each convict camp by those having convicts hired, who shall 
attend daily, and oftener if necessary, and examine and pre- 
scribe for the convicts who are sick or disabled, and each 
camp shall be supplied with such medicines as may be re-: 
quired for the proper medical treatment of the convicts. 

Rute 59—It shall be the duty of the General Manager, 
and all persons having convicts hired, io requiré cleanliness ` 
in the persons and clothing of the prisoners and in their 
working and sleeping apartments, and their Sergeant or 
managers shall be specially charged to see this rule carried 
out. 

Rote 60—No convicts shall be transferred from county 
jails to any convict camp without authority of the Board of 
Control, except when the Board is not in session such trans- 
fer may be authorized by the General Manager, subject to 
the approval of the Board. : 

Runs oi AU persons working convicts outside of the 
walls of the Penitentiary shall make’monthly reports on the 
lst of each month to the Board of Control. Such reports 
shall state by whom said convicts are worked, at what camp, 
on what character of work engaged, the number of convicts 
employed, with name and prison number of each, number 
and name of those discharged, pardoned, escaped, died, re- 
captured, with dates, number of days each convict has been 
sick, together with such explanatory remarks as may be 
necessary. Such report shall also state the number of con- 
viets on hand at the time of last report and the number re- 
ceived since, and wheré from. 

Rune 62—Spirituous and fermented liquors of any kind 
are positively prohibited from being brought inside the prison 
walls or prison eamps under any pretence whatever, unless 
prescribed by the Physician of the Prison; and when such 
spirits shall be prescribed by said physician, it shall be placed 
in the hands of the Hospital Steward, and by him given to the 
person for whose use it was intended, and in such quantities 
and at such times as directed by said physician; and any other 
use made of such spirits will be deemed a violation of this 
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article, and the party so bringing spiritslinto the prison will 
be prosecuted by indictment as the law directs, and Sergeants : 
and guards violating this rule shall be at once discharged. 

Ruiz 68—It shall be the duty of those having convicts 
hired when an escape occurs, to immediately report the same 
to the Clerk of the Board of Control at Jackson, by tele- 
gram, giving name and number of such convicts, and date 
of escape. ` 

Rore 64— The buildings at the Penitentiary and the Peni- 
tentiary yard and enclosure shall at all times be keptina 
neat and cleanly condition, and it shall be the duty of the Gen- 
eral Manager to see to the enforcement of this rule. 

Rute 65—The Penitentiary, farms, gardens and wood. 
yards, shall be under the direction and management of the 
General Manager, subject to such orders relative thereto as 
may be made from time to time by the Board of Contol. 

Rue 66.—It shall be the duty of the General Manager to fur- 
nish each convict entitled thereto, upon expiration of sen- 
tence, with ten dollars cash and one suit of citizen’s clothes, 
and he shall report his action hereunder to the Board of 
Control at each meeting. And parties having convicts hired 
may likewise furnish to such as are entitled thereto ten dol- 
lars cash and one suit of citizens’ clothes, to cost not exceed- 
ing five dollars and fifty cents, which shall by them be re- 
ported to the Board of Control at its next meeting, when 
an allowance for the same may be made out of installment 
due for hire of convicts. Inall instances a receipt, properly 
attested, shall be taken from said convict for said clothes 
and money, and the same shall be exhibited to the Board 
of Control before any allowance is made thereon. 

Rutz 67.—Upon the admission of any convict into the 
Penitentiary, it shall be the duty of the Sergeant in charge, 
under the direction of the General Manager, to furnish said 
convict with the regulation suit of clothes ; and give him a 
number; which, together with the name of the county from 
which sentenced, and State of nativity, his name, age, height, 
complexion, color of his hair and eyes, and such other de- 
scriptive marks as may appear upon his person, shall be by 
said Sergeant entered, in ink, in a book to be prepared with 
suitable headings, and to be kept for this purpose, and to be 
known as the descriptive list book. 

Rure 68.—When any convict escapes and the same be- 
comes known to the Clerk, it shall be his duty to make out 
from the register a description of such convict, and imme- 
diately present the same to the Governor, that he may offer 
a suitable reward for the recovery of such convict. 

Bure 69.—The Clerk shall prepare a form for, and have 
provided a sufficient number of receipt books, one of which 
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shall be furnished to each officer of the Penitentiary, whose 
traveling expenses are paid by the Board—and it shall be 
the duty of such officer, in every instance, when practicable, 
to fill out such receipt, stating what the money is paid out 
for, and have the same signed by the party receiving, which 
receipt shall be filed by such officer as a voucher with his 
account when presented for allowance and payment. 

Rur 70.—All convicts, except such as are physically un- 
able to do so, shall either attend divine service on the Sab- 
bath when the same is being conducted in the chapel, or re- 
main-in their cells. And it shall also be the duty of the 
Sergeant to be present at such service to look after the con- 
victs. 

Rute 71.—These rules shall be posted at each Camp and 
at the Penitentiary, and -the prisoners fully informed of all 
rules for their discipline and government. 

Rune 72.— Each officer and guard shall be furnished with 
a printed copy of the rules and regulations adopted by the 
Board of Control for the government and control of the 
Penitentiary. a 

Rune 73.—Ii shall be the duty of the Master Mechanic to" 
submit to the Board of Control, at each meeting thereof on 
the Ist and 8d Mondays of every month, a written report 
showing the number of wagons completed since the last 
report, the number and name of articles of furniture manu 
factured, the quantity and kind of other articles manufac- 
tured, the amount and kind of repairing, and for whom done, 
together with his estimates of the quantity, kind and price 
of materials likely to be needed before the next meeting of 
the Board. “ 


Rutz 74,—It shall be the duty of each Sergeant in charge 
of camps of convicts for the Board of Control, engaged .in 
cutting wood, clearing land, getting out wagon timber or 
other work, to report in writing to each meeting of the 
Board, the amount of wood cut, amount of land cleared, 
quantity of timber for wagon material cut, or other work 
done, which report shall also show the quantity of supplies 
of every character used since the preceding report, and 
amount on hand. This report shall be in addition to the reg- 
ular monthly report required by Rule 3. * 

Rutz 75.—It shall be the duty of the Physician to the 
Penitentiary to submit to the Board of Control at the first 
meeting in each month, an itemized estimate of drugs and 
material for the hospital and the sick forthat month, and the 
purehase of such drugs or material shall not be made until 
after such estimates are approved by the Board; provided, 
however, that in case of emergency the General Manager is 
Authorized to make the necessary purchases when recom- 
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mended by the Physician in writing—the same to be reported 
by him to the Board at its first meeting thereafter. 

Rute 76—It shall be the duty of the General Manager to 
submit at each meeting of the Board his estimate of supplies . 
of food and clothing for the convicts, material for the shops, 
and for any other contemplated expenditures during the re- 
cess of the Board, for such action thereon as may be deemed 
proper by the Board of Control. 

Rune 77—The General Manager shall keep in a book, for 
that purpose, a separate account of all supplies, material and 
tools issued to any Sergeants in charge of a camp of convicts, 
and shall submit the same at each meeting of the Board of ` 
Control. 

Rune 78—The Traveling Sergeant shall submit to the 
Board at each regular meeting a written report showing ‘the 
number of convicts brought to the Penitentiary since last 
meeting, the whole number brought in during the preceding 
part of the year, giving names of such and counties from 
which sentenced and times of sentence of each. He shall 
also submitas partof said report, but separately, the names 
of such as may be carried immediately to convict camps by 
order of the Board, and not brought to walls, stating counties 
from which sentenced, terms of sentence of each, and the 
name of the party to whom such convict is hired. He shall 
also, as part of said report, submit an itemized account of all 
expenditures made by him since last meeting. 

Rote 79—The order of business- at each meeting of the 
ideas of Control shall be until otherwise ordered, as fol- 
OWS: 

Ist. Submission anü reading by the Clerk of all corres- 
pondence since the preceding meeting. 

2d. Report of Master Mechanic. 

3d. Report of Sergeant in charge of camps. 

4th. Report and estimate of Physician. 

9th. Report of Sergeant in charge of Prison. 

6th. Report of General Manager, receipts and disburse- 
ments since last meeting. ` 

Tth. His report showing estimates of expenditures to be 
made for food and elothing or material for shops, and all 
other proposed expenditures. i 

8th. Report of Traveling Sergeant, showing itemized ac- 
count of expenditures since preceding meeting. 

Sth. Monthly report from parties to whom convicts are 
hired and Sergeant in charge of camps examined and ordered 
therein. 

10th. Reports of inspections by any member of the Board 
of Control or the Superintendent, all to be in writing. 


lith. Farm and crop reports by the General Manager. 
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12th. Settlements with parties (at the meeting on first 
Monday in each month) to whom convicts have been hired, 
and (at each meeting) with parties for whom work has been 
done by contract. 

13th. Miscellaneous business. 

14th. Inspection of Prison Shops and Hospital by the 
Board, and orders relating thereto. 

15th. Reading minutes. 

16th. Adjournment. 

Rute 80-—These rules shall be posted at each camp and at 
the Penitentiary, and the prisoners fully informed of all 
rules for their, discipline and government. 

Ruiz 81— Each officer and guard shall be furnished with 
a printed copy of the rules and regulations adopted by the 
Board of Control for the government and control of the Peni- 
tentiary. 

Ruiz 82—-The Clerk of this Board shall cause to be pre- 
pared a claim docket, in which shall be entered all claims 
presented to the Board of Control for allowance prior to 
each meeting. The said docket shall show the name of the 
creditor, date, amount and character of claim, and such other 
data as shall give a full synopsis of each claim presented.

THIS INDENTURE made and entered into, this, the .... day 
of ...

That for and in consideration of the hire, covenants and 
agreements hereinafter mentioned, to be paid, kept and per- 
formed by the part.. of the second part, the party of the 
first part hath let and hired to the part.. of the second part 
for the term beginning on the day of the date hereof, and 
ending on the 1st day of January, 1890 ...... able-bodied

dollars per month, each payable monthly in advance. And 
in consideration of the hiring aforesaid the part.. of the 
second part covenant with the party of the first part that

..he.. will, during the continuance of said term and until 
the said convicts shall be returned to the Penitentiary, 
clothe, feed and guard them, and shall at all times keep them 
provided with two serviceable suits of clothing, and during 
winter months, with two suits each of underclothing, and 
shall at all times keep them provided with a good hat and a 
pair of good shoes, and at least two pairs of good socks, and 
with two pairs of good blankets; treat them humanely, and 
furnish prompt and efficient medical attention to such as may 
be sick and needing it. That- he will not hire out or sub-let 
said convicts or any of them without the consent of said 
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party of the first part first had; that he will keep and 
maintain said convicts in such manner as to relieve the State 
of all costs and expense in reference to the same (except the 
amount to be paid convicts upon the expiration of sentence 
and the suit of clothes then to be given them) and be gov- 
erned by all the laws now in force in relation to the manage- 
ment, control and keeping of such convicts, as well as all 
rules and regulations for the police government and control 
of the same heretofore adopted by the party of the first 
part so far as the same may be applicable, and all other rules 
and regulations in the premises which they may hereafter . 
adopt and promulgate; that he will at all times admit the |. 
State Superintendent of the Penitentiary, any member of : 
the Board of Control or such agents as the party of the first 
part may select to inspect the said convicts and the prison 
or quarters in which they may be confined, and that ..he..
